The Foster Blodgett Case—The Hon- 
duras Indians Again Raiding. 
Wasutnaton, Oct. 5, 1872. 

A dispatch to the New Yerk World 
Says that a special dispatch received 
there reports that Foster Biodgett was 
arrested in Columbia, South Carolina, 
on the charge of forgery while treasurer 
of the Western Atlantie railway, in 
1868. Ife was subsequently discharged, 
but 1t was expected a requisition would 
be made for him by the Governor of 
Georgia.
